-, The present state gf what. was once the 
Woosung Railway afforda on apt illustration 
of the decay everywhere inherant in Chinese 
undertakings, when released from pressure 
from without...

An. idea was apparently present. in the 
official mind, that the. track 60 lately used 
as-a railway could be reconverted into agri- 
cultural ground; and an attempt bikes Pld 
‘believe, made to induce the peasantry along 
the route to buy it back at the original gell- 
ing rate... As, however, dee ditches had 
been sunk and tho poor soil 01 tho substrata 
turned up in an elevated bank, which was 
still further rendered: unfit for egrioultural 
tases by the apreading of a large giants of 
stone ballast on its surface, the people along 
the route aararelty obfewed to pay for what 
they would probably have found dear a5 a 
frea gift. Negotiations,,at second hand with 
the Municipal Council, showing that that 
body was unwilling to purchase out of Muni- 
cipal funds a road for the benefit of the pro- 
wince at large, the officials apparently made 
a merit of necessity, and assumed their in- 
tention of keeping the line as & way to 
‘Woosung, and set to in their own way to 
construct what, by a figure of speooh, might 
be denominated ‘2 road, The amount of 
progress of which the native official mind is 
capable may be judged of from the fact that 
the so-called road is. impassable oven for a 
modost jinrikehaw. No one withany regard 
for his pony’s knees cares to ride down the 
path, and the original ’busses whioh used. to 
‘carry passengers to and from the station on, 
the oreek, are still unable to get one step 
beyond their former limit. Yot there ig an 
undoubted tendenoy to develop traffic along 
the line, if only. it were permitted. The 
‘busses still set down passengers at the. old 
spot, who have to take their painful way 
thers to the villages along the line, by the 
antiquated wheelbarrow of the country, and 
ooolies laboriously carrying chairs are to’ be 
seen threading their steps along the narrow 
surface of the round stone ballasting cover- 
ed with a thin layer of common mud. _ This 
is Chinese official progress in the neighbour- 
hood of Shanghai, where good roads, carefully 
tended, exist as an example of what might 
bo done, Whot the official mind ‘is uesly 
to produce in other regions, and how muo 
sincerity thera is in its expressions of & 
desire for wholesome progress, we may judge 
from this history of. tho decline and fali of 
the Woosung Railway.—JV. 0, D. News:

DIARY OF THE RASTERN

.Farpay, May 3.-—It is sald that the 
Cabinet. of St. Petersburg ha: taken the 
initiative in opening negotiations with the 
Cabinet of London, with regard to the 

aestion of holding a Congres, and that 
.the negotiations are based. upon; more.ex+ 
tonded “concessions than those hitherto 
socorded -by Rusia, Tetegeephina last 
evening from Pensiensinepy the Daily 
Ohvoniole speaial correspondent saya, that’ 
Gebersl Todlebon is‘ endeavouring, by 
alternate promises and threats, to indice 
the Sultan to cono'ude: an offensive and- 
defensive alliance with Russia, The 
Morning Advertiser. correspondent at Pera 
telegraphs that, General Tohernayeff hos 
been appointed to the command of an 
expeditionary column, compomd of 50,000 
men, intended to march towards Cabul, 
and. so threaten India. The Russians are 
reported to be approaching Batoum with 
tho view of attacking it if it be not given 
up to them. The second dotachment of 
the Indian local forces bas left Bombay for 
Malta, ‘There was %- most enthusiastic 
demonstration when the local Bombay 
regiments embarked. Tho Cimbria remains 
at Mount Desert, and the United States 
Government is without information as to 
ber movements. 

Saturnoay, May 4.— Germany has .as- 
sumed more active part fn the negotta- 
tions, and, while-urging tho assembly of a 
Congress, has proposed that she, instead of 
Russia, shall placo the Treaty before the 
Plenipotentiaries, - This offer, however has 
not yet been accepted. The Berlin cor- 
respondent of the Daily News telegraphs 
that the Russian concessions, announced 
yesterday, ‘probably refer to tome slightly 
modified surgeations made four or Ave days 
since by Germany. According to a corres- 
pondunt of the Deutsche Zeitung, the Bessa.

A NEW TORPEDO BOAT. 


A new torpedo boat, designed to work 
under water, haa just been brought under 
the notice of the {Admiralty, and « model 
4 feet 8 inches long haa been made, The 
boat ‘was originally, designed by the late 
Lord Milton, who was well known at Went- 
worth Woodhouse for his skillas a mo- 
chanio, assisted by Mr Turner, of the same 
place, and recently improved by Mr Coun- 
cillor ‘White, of Thorpe, near Rotheram. 
The new torpedo boat is intended to work 
under water by means of compressed air, 
aud in every respect resembles a huge fish. 
Iu the fore-part or head there are two large 
eyes, from which radiate * strong. eleotric 
light that will exhibit the keel of an en- 
emy'’s vessel for a considerable distance, 
while a powerful ram is placed-jost. above, 
capable of penetrating an armour-clad, In 
what may be termed the nostril, there ia a 
revolving-gan worked by hydraulic power 
and fired by elestricity with a new. explo 
‘ive, one pound of which, ina recent test, 
displaced 137 tons of iron stone in situ. The 
sail plays an important part, for it is not 
only the propeller, but belog perforated on 
either side serves to expel either water or 
funl air, There are no masts, the deck 
being level, while innide the boat is divided 
into” compartments, charged with com: 
pressed alr; Tao boat-ie sunk to thedepth

a Waval Roserve, the men be 


longing\to which ‘can. be called under the 
pendant by o Royal Proclamation in timos 
of emergenoy, consists of merchant seamen, 
who undergo a certain amount of training 
in gun and small-arm drill every year, On 
firat J ining. the force men enrol themselves 
for five yeara ; those who are bond jide abla 
aeamen, who -can hand, reef, and’ stecr, 
being placed in the first-class reserve, while 
those of inforiir qualifications form the 
second-class. Kve-y man in the reserve 
s to drill twenty-eight days in cach years. 
t he may, if he cheotes, divide the whole 
period into four parts of seven days each, 
after his first drill, which must of at 
least a fortnight’s duration, If he has per- 
mission to stay away from England for, 
more than a. year, he must on his retum 
maké up arrears; and therefore in tho 
twolve months following his returo from 
long voyage a reserve man may have to 
drill for weoks or two months, Pro- 
vided he complies with the regulations and 
performs the required drill, the first-olnas 
reserve man recoives a rotaining feo of £6 
8 year, paid ia quarterly instalments, snd 
a guinea a week while undergoing. drill. 
Trained men recelve a penny 8 day exira 
pay, .A man in the second olass is gtyon 
an annual retainer of £2 10s, a suit of 
uniform. clotbiog, and 19s. 34. a week while 
atdrill. After completing five years’ service 
in tho reserve a mB” may re-enrol for a 
further period of lil duration, and ‘at the 
age of sixty he beoomes entitled to a pen- 
sion of £12 a. year. No. man who is over

‘There is a-growing disposition 
among American shipowners to avail thom- 
selves of this opportunity ,to sell versols 
whioh- the depressed state of trade has 
deprived of oooupation.. Hence. every 
purchasing inquiry meets anxious cellors, 
though the venssla offered are generally 
unsuitable. Ruasia, if she has not’ already 
actually ised letters of marque in the 
United States, bab at least promised to gravt 
them, Apprehenelons on this subject aus- 
ed applications for war risks this week to 
the New York underwriters for British 
vessels on long voyages to the East Indies 
or Pacific ports, the rleks boing placed at 2 
per cent, Fenian agents. have been con- 
sulting the Russdan representatives Eor.cid 
to equip an armed force, promising ¢ > raise 
6,000 men.from.the Fenian brotherhood in 
the United States: for.
